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Results Given of X-ray 
Survey Held Here in June 


Results of the survey conducted 
here last June by the Mobile X>- 
ray Unit of the Alberta Tubercul¬ 
osis Association have now been re¬ 
leased. 

The figures show that a total of 
2,187 were X-rayed and out of this 
number, abnormal conditions of 
the chest were discovered in 54 
persons. 

No cases of*probablc active pul¬ 
monary tuberculosis were found, 
but 23 inactive cases of the dis¬ 
ease were discovered. 

Requests for further examina¬ 
tion were made of 23 persons and 
of these 13 were found to have a 
non-tubercular condition and two 
had inactive pleurisy. 

One case of parenchymal or Hi¬ 
lar calcification- was found. 

The big June snowstorm hit this 
area Just at the time the Mobile 
X-ray Clinic was scheduled to be 
here and the consequent disrup¬ 
tion of power and blocked roads 
upset the appointment schedule 
and cut down attendance at the 
clinic to some extent. However, 
Clinic officials were pleased with 
the number X-rayed.

Last 
year, while enlarging a part of the 
pond, a number of goldfish weir 
seen, much to the astonishment of 
Mr. and Mrs. Alberts, who never 
expected the fish to survive the 
first winter.

.The size of some of the fish is*] 
unusual, many being over six in¬ 
ches in length and a few about 12 
inches, causing local naturalists to 1 
wonder what food and conditions 1 
in the stock-pond have proven so 
ideal for the propagation of the

Trade Minister C. D. Howe said 
at Ottawa that the question of 
possibly granting western farm¬ 
ers advance payment for wheat 
held on their farms is "under con¬ 
sideration.’ 

He was commenting on a Sask¬ 
atchewan dispatch in which Walt¬ 
er Tucker, Saskatchewan Liberal 
leader, suggested that elevator 
companies be authorized to ad¬ 
vance up to 73 percent of the Ini¬ 
tial payment on the first 10 bush¬ 
els of wheat stored on the farms. 

Mr. Tucker said he had sent a 
letter to that effect to Mr. Howe, 
who Is responsible for the mark¬ 
eting of western grain, and asked 
that the plan be given immediate 
consideration. 

Mr. Howe said he could not say 
at this time whether the proposal 
will be accepted or rejected. It 
was not. he said, a new idea, and 
(Ud not originate with Mr. Tuek- 
et. 

"All you can say at this time is 
that the matter is under consider¬ 
ation." Mr. Howe said. 

Mr. Tucker made the suggestion 
as a way of easing an expected 
conveatton of storage facilities in 
view of an anticipated record 
wheat harvest. By paying an ad- 
\ance, presumably out of tha fed¬ 
eral treasury, farmers would be 
encouraged to keep wheat on the 
farm and prevent Jamming of al- 
evatqr points.

Snow’ ami frost have further 
complicated a difficult harvest 
season and prospects for the safe 
harvesting of ail the heavy crop 
grow dimmer ns each day brings 
cooler weather and shorter day¬ 
light hours. 

A wet snowstorm Sunday and 
Monday dropped an estimated 
seven inches of snow on district 
crops -Ntill in the swath or uncut 
and freezing weather in the wake 
of the unseasonable storm found 
several inches of snow still in the 
•fields. 

Uncut grain, still green at the 
lime of the storm, is feared to 
have suffered badly from the 
heavy frost of the past two nights 
and, in addition, has been flatt >n- 
i a to the ground by the snow. 

Swathed grain will likely have 
to be turned before it can drysuf- 
licienlly to be combined. Although 
not expected to be damaged to the 
same extent as the standing grain, 
swathed w heat w’ill likely drop a 
giadv or two because of bleaching 
and the loss in dollars to district 
farmers will be very heavy. 

Several days of warm weather 
will he required before harvest 
ran be resumed. Uncss warm, dry¬ 
ing winds come to the farmers' 
aid, the storm will have set har¬ 
vest back about two weeks.

The farmer is, quite rightly, keeping tight control 
of his purse strings during this difficult harvest sea¬ 
son and money cannot be expected to circulate freely 
in a wheat-growing district such as ours until at least 
a goodly portion of the wheat now lying under a blan¬ 
ket of snow is safely harvested. 

This condition is reflected in the slowing up of local 
business and collections. 

But the high-pressure travelling salesman blithely 
figures it is harvest-time for him as well as the farm¬ 
er, and hardly anyone is exempt from his time-con¬ 
suming and unwelcome attentions. 

Every salesman has to have a sales talk and this 
art has been developed to a high degree to overcome 
the'initial resistance of the housewife, farmer or bus¬ 
inessman. He always has a “bargain,” and very often 
he intimates that “you can’t buy it in town.” This is 
the type to beware of, for you will usually find that 
some legitimate film in town is handling the article or 
can get it for you at the standard, advertised price. 

The salesman’s product may be worthy and it may 
be something you need or want, but remember you are 
paying his wages and a lot of other expenses for this 
more costly way of selling. If you want the article, 
look for it advertised in a newspaper or magazine and 
you can find out its real value and buy it from some 
firm in your nearest town that will stand behind it 
and give you service when you need it. 

Don’t fall for a smooth sales talk. Ask yourself if 
its something you can buy locally or have your local 
dealer get for you. And then firmly tell the fly-by- 
night salesman that you’re not interested in buying 
from him.

Evergreen trees may serve 
three main purposes, namely, as 
specimen trees, as part of the 
faim shelterbelt and in woodlot. 

For the first named, the trees 
must be given sufficient room to 
develop without interference or 
restriction during their potential 
lifetime. They should be planted 
where they will not become an 
obstruction later. 

On the prairie farm the most 
important uses that can be made of 
evergreens is in the farm shelter- 
belt, where they will provide ef¬ 
ficient year-round protection and 
contribute to the general appear¬ 
ance of the home surroundings. 
They are best planted in rows sep¬ 
arate from broadleaf trees, and a 
cultivated strip about 20 feet wide 
should be maintained between ev¬ 
ergreen and broadleaf rows. Culti¬ 
vation near the evergreens should 
be shallow, otherwise tree roots 
will be disturbed. 

Reasons for recommending the 
planting of evergreen trees in rows 
separate from broadleaf trees, ra¬ 
ther than in the same rows are:

PROTECTING STORED GRAIN 

The prospect of bumper grain 
crops in Western Canada, combined 
with a late harvest, shortage of space 
in country elevators, and low delivery 
quotas, indicate that this year large 
quantities of grain will have to be 
stored on farms for long periods. 
Dr. H. E. Gray and Dr. B. Small- 
man, Canada’s outstanding grain 
storage experts have outlined a 
number of simple rules and prac¬ 
tices which, if followed by fanners, 
will prevent the danger of large 
grain storage losses this winter. A 
brief summary follows. 

Points to Remember. Success in 
preventing spoilage in stored grain 
depends upon two conditions: (1) 
proper preparation of storage space, 
and (2) care and attention after 
storage begins. a Excess moisture 
causes most storage troubles. The 
lirst important? job, therefore, is to 
grain jts dry as possible. Sec¬ 
ondly, stewed grain should be 
examined periodically, because leaks, 
seepage or condensation may intro¬ 
duce excessive moisture and cause 
local heating. Thirdly, if insect or 
mould infestation should ’ develop, 
serious damage may be prevented 
by transferring the grain to a clean 
granary, a tarpaulin, or the bare 
ground during freezing weather. 
Cleaning the grain during transfer 
is strongly recommended. The west- 
greatest ally in prevent¬ 
ing serious grain storage losses is 
cold weather. Every farmer should 
take full advantage of this fact. 

Some Practical Suggestions. (1) 
A granary or building with a 
wooden floor above ground is best 
for grain storage. If the floor is 
concrete cover it with moisture- 
proof paper. (2) Repair leaky roofs, 
windows and doore to exclude rain 
and snow. (3) Make sure the walls 
and floors are clean. (4) Provide 
plenty of ventilation. Fill the gran¬ 
ary to the plate only. (5) Examine 
your stored grain stocks at least 
every two weeks. #

readily darnge growing tips of ev¬ 
ergreen tree branches. 

(2) deeply rooted broadleaf 
trees utilize a greater proportion 
of soil moisture to the disadvant¬ 
age of evergreen species. 

If evergreen trees are planted 
to provide the maximum of shelt¬ 
er, a single row with trees spaced 
four feet apart in the row is re¬ 
commended. When small, ever¬ 
green trees are likely to develop 
more rapidly if planted within the 
protection of other trees. Damage 
to young evergreen trees by sun 
and wind may be prevented by 
protecting them with shingles 
placed near them on the South 
and West sides. 

Where established evergreen 
and broadleaf tree rows are rela¬ 
tively near each other, conditions 
for evergreen trees may be im¬ 
proved by severely pruning back 
the branches of broadleaf trees 
growing towards the evergreen 
trees. A trench to restrict root 
growth of less-desirable species 
may also be dug between ever¬ 
green and broadleaf rows. When 
evergreen trees require additional 
space the removal of the broad¬ 
leaf trees should be considered. 

Immediately below evergreen 
tree branches, dead leaves and 
"other vegetation should be allow¬ 
ed to accumulate. A light mulch 
of rotted manure or old short 
straw will also assist in holding 
snow near the trees. This snow 
will protect the roots in winter 
and improve soil moisture condi¬ 
tions the following spring. 

Lower branches of evergreen 
trees should not be pruned or in¬ 
jured. The natural way for them 
to grow is with branches close to 
the ground. Branches keep the 
ground shaded, weeds cannot de¬ 
velop, and roots occupy cool, moist 
soil near the surface. 


Protecting Plants 
In Wintertime 

In most parts of Canada snow 
provides protection to low grow¬ 
ing shrubs and herbaceous peren¬ 
nial plants during winter. It is 
the best protection as it insulates 
against both cold and from dry¬ 
ing. But in milder districts where 
the ground is bare at Intervals, 
other measures are necessary to 
protect suen plants as pansies, 
foxglove, incarvillea, etc. 

Straw and leaves are the time 
honoured insulators which are 
generally used because they are 
reasonably satisfactory and are 
usually easy to obtain. But they 
have the disadvantage of absorb¬ 
ing water and packing down into 
a soggy mat which loses its insul¬ 
ating capacity, and if left too long 
in the spring this wet blanket en¬ 
courages fungus disease and smo¬ 
thers new growth. • 

Some of the new mineral insul¬ 
ators used in building construction 
are proving of considerable value 
for protecting plants. Rock wool, 
and .particularly fibr-J glass blan¬ 
kets, have proved very effective in 
recent experimental trials at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ot¬ 
tawa. Fibre glass comes in rolls of 
two feet in width and one inch in 
thickness. It can be laid over areas 
in which tender plants are grown, 
or wrapped arround such woody 
plants as roses. It is necessary to 
hold the blanket on the ground 
with wire pegs and to cover edges 
with earth, or to use twine to tie 
the blanket around roses. 

Although the initial outlay may 
seem high, R. W. Oliver of the 
Horticultural Division at the 
Farm, points out that such mater¬ 
ials will last two or three years if 
used carefully, and they avoid the 
nuisance of getting fresh straw 
each year. Beds of pansie.s, canter- 
hury-bells and other tender per¬ 
ennials and some of the roses have 
been protected at the Farm with 
complete success.

Hunters taking to the lakes and 
sloughs in light craft this duck¬ 
hunting season are warned by R. 
C. Bishop. Red Cross swimming 
and water safety director, that 
tragedy too often follows duck 
hunting trips. 

Hunters with layers of bulky 
clothing and heavy boots overload 
their boats with friends, guns and 
ammunition with no thought of 
water safety. 

The first principle in protection 
is not to overload the boat. Should 
the boat tip over, stay with it. It 
can be and is, the best life-preser-. 
ver the hunter has. Secondly, the 
hunter who nrnves devp water 
should wear an inflatable safety 
vest over his clothing. 

Heavy boots should be loosened 
so that if the hunter lands in the 
water, they can be removed easily. 

An extra oar or paddle in tne 
boat has saved many hunters. Fin¬ 
ally. every hunter can make an 
economical life-preserver for him¬ 
self by obtaining two buckets 
with sturdy handles and tightly 
fitting lids. The buckets, uaed as 
buoys, will keep the hunter's head 
Above water.

Manuring Pastures 

Several years ago. experiments 
were conducted at t)he Manyber- 
ries Range Experiment Station to 
determine the response if any, of 
native grasses to the application 
of manure. 

During the fall of 1928, one set 
of plots on typical upland vegeta¬ 
tion consisUng of blue gramma 
grass and the spear grasses, was 
treated with well rotted manure 
at the rate of 12 tons per acre. 
This being the only treatment 
given the plots. During 1932, a re¬ 
gular series of treatments were 
started, each using the 12 ton 
rate. These experiments were par¬ 
ried on at two different sites, one 
dominated by blue gramma grits* 
and the spear grasses, and the 
other by the wheat grasses. Three 
dilferent treatments were tested 
at each site, namely every second 
year, every third year and every 
fourth year. Yield tests were tak¬ 
en on both the fertilized plots and 
the untreated rhecks. Yields were 
obtained for five years tn ail cas¬ 
es, except for the plots treated in 
1928 only. The latter were sampl¬ 
ed for six years beginning in 1939 

The greatest increase in yields 
were obtained on the plots fertil¬ 
ized most frequently, and these 
varied front an increase of 237 per 
cent to 71 per cent, depending on 
the type of vegetation and the 
soil. However, the best results tn 
relation to the amount of work 
done, and the material used, was 
giveA by the plots treated In 192$ 
only. In 1939, eleven years after
